Seems Impossible To Meet 
City’s Terms In Connecting 
Tunnel And Ditch 

Possibility that the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water District will experience 
considerable difficulty in fulfill¬ 
ing its contract with the city 
when the work of installing the 
connecting pipeline between the 
Sierra Madre and Monrovia tun¬ 
nels of the aqueduct system gets 
under way was expressed yester¬ 
day by city officials. 

While no definite date for com¬ 
mencement of the work has been 
announced, officials are looking 
to the future and wondering. 

The District’s contract with 
the city—the same contract under 
which the Grand View avenue 
tunnel job was carried out—stipu¬ 
lates that streets in which the 
District’s crews are w’orking shall 
be kept open to traffic and that 
no resident shall be deprived of 
the use of his driveway because 
of any operations on the part of 
the District. 

These conditions were faithfully 
observed during the course of the 
tunnel job, but whether they can 
be carried out when the District 
starts digging the proposed 
ditch along East Grand View ave¬ 
nue, to carry the pipeline across 
to the Monrovia tunnel, appears 
doubtful. 

That it will be virtually impos¬ 
sible to dig a ditch sufficiently 
large to carry the enormous pipe¬ 
line and at the same time keep 
the street open to traffic is gen¬ 
erally conceded by ob.servers. 

Suggestions that the District 
carry the pipeline through a tun¬ 
nel, rather than in a surface 
ditch, are described as imprac¬ 
ticable, mainly because of the al¬ 
most prohibitive expense of such 
a procedure. 

What line of action will be 
eventually adopted by the Dis¬ 
trict is therefore a question giv¬ 
ing city officials considerable food 
for thought. The matter presents 
some interesting— and not alto¬ 
gether welcome—possibilities.
